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Police to monitor motorists on further town routes 

MORE ACTION ON 
SPEEDING DRIVERS

A CRACKDOWN on speeding 
motorists around Wednes- 
bury will be extended after a 
positive response from resi¬ 
dents. 

Campaigners had called on police 
and council officials to cut speeding 
along Myvod Road near a cluster of 
schools. 

Motorists had been hitting speeds double the 
30 mph limit, according to campaigners who 
called on action to be taken. 

Now two more roads will be monitored by 
police in the coming weeks to raise awareness 
among motorists. Bilston Road and Old Park 
Road will feature in the speed watch initiative 
following patrols from the police who were 
joined by Sandwell Council officials. 

Ward councillor Elaine Costigan has wel¬ 
comed the move saying it will boost safety in 
the longer term. Myvod Road takes motorists 
from the busy A461 Wood Green Road near 
Stuart Bathurst Catholic High School and 
Wood Green Academy. 

It leads towards Woden Road North where 
parents take children to Old Park Primary 
School. Albert Pritchard Infants School is 
nearby in Crew Road. Councillor Costigan 
said: “It is unacceptable for speeding to hap¬ 
pen down here. 

Improved 

“It shows the work between the police and 
the council to tackle the issue. The visibility of 
the scheme is about being seen out by people.” 

She says she will continue to talk to high¬ 
ways bosses about bringing in improved sig¬ 
nage in the road to boost safety for residents 
and pedestrians. It comes after she brokered 
a meeting with residents and the police and 
council officials over speeding in the road. 

One of the campaigners, resident Diane Hay¬ 
ward, said problems has existed for at least a 
decade in Myvod Road. 

The scheme will also be linked with an 
awareness campaign by neighbourhood police. 

This aims to warn motorists to ensure their 
cars are securely locked after a spate of thefts 
from vehicles. Police have already succeeded 
in halting another problem on the roads in the 
town after reports of car cruising. 

Officers had been out in force on the Black 
Country Route through West Bromwich, 
Wednesbury and Great Bridge on a major op¬ 
eration to enforce a new injunction. Sandwell 
Council joined Wolverhampton, Dudley and 
Walsall councils to work with West Midlands 
Police to get three year injunctions from the 
High Court in Birmingham in December.

IT WAS only six months after leaving her job 
at a brewery that Phyllis Hunt decided retire¬ 
ment wasn’t for her. 

So she took up what she thought would be 
a short-term role as a cleaner at Sandwell 
Community School - but liked it so much she 
ended up staying for 26 years. 

Now, after working for almost 70 years, the 
great-grandmother is finally ready for some 
much deserved rest. Phyllis, aged 82, from 
Smethwick, said: “I stuck it for six months 
and thought this isn’t for me. 

“You do everything and you think ‘well 


what can I do now? The kids are all grown 
up’. So I started a little job at the school.” 

That was 1989 and at the time she had no 
idea she would spend more than half a cen¬ 
tury at the Ruskin House campus in Holy 
Lane, Smethwick. 

“I only went for a couple of years. A friend 
asked me if I would help out and I’ve been 
there ever since. I’ve loved every minute of it 
but everyone has got to hang up their boots 
some time. It is a lovely house with a lot of 
character and the staff have been absolutely 
wonderful.” Phyllis, who has been married to 


husband John for 62 years, has never been 
shy about going to work. It has been a con¬ 
stant part of her life since leaving Crocketts 
Lane School in Smethwick at the age of 14. 

Her first job was as an office worker and 
she had a few other roles before joining the 
Mitchells and Butlers brewery in Cape Hill. 

Now she has finally decided to retire, Phyl¬ 
lis admits she doesn’t know how long she will 
spend relaxing. “I will do a bit of gardening 
and spend some time with the grandchildren 
and maybe do a bit of decorating. I might do 
some volunteer work.”

Workers from Steel and Alloy Processing 
in Smethwick were told to leave after the 
15ft wall fell onto the 2,000 litre propane 
bullet outside the factory on Tuesday. 

Firefighters, gas workers and structural 
engineers were called to the site in Bridge 
Street North after the collapse at around 
9am. A valve was damaged, causing 
around 1,000 litres of propane to escape. 

Firefighters doused the tank with water 
as a precaution. The remaining gas was 
decanted into a lorry.

Former Brum lord mayor dies at 73

A FORMER Lord Mayor of Birmingham 
and expert on Lord of the Rings author 
JRR Tolkien, Michael Wilkes has died of 
cancer, aged 73. 

Michael Wilkes, who was born in 
Brierley Hill, served as councillor over 
separate periods for Birmingham City 
Council over four decades. He moved 
to Birmingham in 1968, living for two 
years in Moseley, and married Vivienne 
in 1970 and set up home in Hall Green. 

Mr Wilkes, survived by three sons, 
was a Liberal Democrat councillor for 
Hall Green after first being elected in 
1984. He went on to win the Hall Green 


seat in 1984, remaining on the Council 
until 1992. During the period off the 
council, he became Head of the School 
of Social Sciences at The University of 
Birmingham from 1988 to 1991 and 
Dean of the Faculty of Commerce and 
Social Science from 1991 to 1995. He re¬ 
turned to the council in 2000 and served 
as Lord Mayor of Birmingham in 2009. 

Lord Mayor of Birmingham, Council¬ 
lor Shafique Shah, said: “It is with great 
sadness that we learned of the death 
of former Lord Mayor Michael Wilkes. 
Mick was a great servant to the city of 
Birmingham and made many friends, 


both as a ward councillor, and in his 
year as Lord Mayor.” Away from poli¬ 
tics, Mr Wilkes was passionate about 
Lord of the Rings and had been chair¬ 
man of the Birmingham Tolkien Group. 

Birmingham’s council cabinet held 
a minute’s silence in memory of Mr 
Wilkes who died on Friday. Before he 
became Lord Mayor he had been an ef¬ 
fective chairman of the council’s scru¬ 
tiny section - during which time he led 
influential and often critical inquiries 
into the Library of Birmingham, the 
highways contract and mobile phone 
masts. 


Protection of children 
to face closer scrutiny 

THE decisions of those in 
charge of protecting children 
at Sandwell Council will be 
watched more closely as a result 
of the Rotherham abuse scan¬ 
dal, it has emerged. 

The authority has moved to tight¬ 
en up regulations in a bid to ensure 
children in the borough could not be 
exploited in a similar way. 

Last year, an investigation into sexual 
exploitation in Rotherham revealed more 
than 1,400 children were abused between 
1997 and 2013. 

Leaders in Sandwell said it was ‘vital’ 
to learn from what happened in the South 
Yorkshire town to ‘ensure children and 
young people of the borough are safe’. 

Children’s services in Sandwell were 
plunged into crisis in 2013 when they were 
rated as inadequate as inspectors. Bosses 
are awaiting the outcome of a month-long 
inspection that took place earlier this year 
to see if improvements have been made. 

The council’s children’s services scru¬ 
tiny board said it intended to challenge the 
decisions of council bosses more regularly 
and hold them to account of deadlines and 
targets. 

Crucial 

The board will also ask for reports of out¬ 
comes of serious case reviews to be more 
in-depth and ensure it is satisfied lessons 
have been learned from the review. 

Councillor Joyce Underhill, who chairs 
the scrutiny board, said it was crucial lead¬ 
ers were alive to the threat of exploitation. 

She said: “We take our responsibility 
very seriously in view of what has hap¬ 
pened in other areas of the country. We 
want to make sure the policies we put into 
place improve safeguarding of children in 
Sandwell. 

“No council can act like everything is 
hunky-dory, there is always someone going 
to try and exploit children and all that we 
can do is ensure policies are put in place.” 

The council’s deputy leader Steve Eling 
said all councils had a responsibility to en¬ 
sure the Rotherham scandal could not be 
allowed to happen again. He said: “Because 
of what happened there is now heightened 
attention around the issue and making 
sure it doesn’t get repeated anywhere else.”

YOUNG cricketers from a Black 
Country school were given their 
sternest test yet as they came up 
against England star Danni Wyatt. 

Members of Oldbury Academy’s 
girls team were put through their 
paces by the international cricketer 
during a visit to the school. 

The visit was arranged following 
the pupils’ impressive performance 
in a Staffordshire cricket compe¬ 
tition. They finished third despite 
their relative inexperience against 
higher-calibre opposition. 


Sports leaders at the academy 
are keen to see the girls progress 
further and see their success as an 
opportunity to get more girls play¬ 
ing the sport. 

PE teacher Petrina Ellis said: 
“We are trying to get some leagues 
going. A lot of the girls are saying 
the England women’s team are bet¬ 
ter than the men at the moment. 
We are definitely trying to bring it 
in for girls. It is seen as more of a 
male sport but I’ve never known so 
many girls playing. 


“They only had six weeks of 
training before the tournament and 
were up against private schools. 
We’re hoping this will get them in¬ 
terested in cricket beyond school.” 

The girls were excited to meet 
someone who certainly has proved 
cricket is not just a men’s game. 

Staffordshire-based spin bowler 
Danni, who was part of the 2013 
Ashes winning team, put the pupils 
through their paces during a four- 
hour coaching session and also got 
involved with the action herself. 


Disgraced 
shop owner 
loses firm's 
display unit 

A SHOPKEEPER in Smethwick who 
was taken to court and fined for selling 
illegal tobacco has now had his display 
unit removed by a top national company. 

Ari Aziz Mohammed, boss of the UK 
Mini Market in High Street, has had his 
tobacco display unit taken away from his 
store by Imperial Tobacco. 

The firm no longer wanted to be as¬ 
sociated with the shop after action was 
taken against him. Untaxed tobacco was 
found at the store in March following a 
raid by trading standards officers. 

A sniffer dog was taken onto the 
premises in August last year. 

In total, 641 packets of cigarettes and 
143 packets of hand-rolling tobacco were 
uncovered. The shopkeeper was fined 
£500 and made to pay more than £1,800 
extra in court costs. 

Imperial Tobacco said it did not tol¬ 
erate illegal activity and has cut all ties 
with the retailer. 

Peter Nelson, the company’s anti-il- 
licit trade manager, said: “This sends 
out a strong message to any retailer 
looking to profit from this illegal activ¬ 
ity that there will be significant conse¬ 
quences if they are caught.” 

“Mr Mohammed’s actions have 
threatened the livelihoods of other re¬ 
tailers in Smethwick and deprived the 
Government of much needed revenue..” 

After the raid Mohammed, of Heath 
Street, Birmingham, was charged with 
the possession of illicit cigarettes and 
hand-rolling tobacco. 

He pleaded guilty to the offences at 
magistrates court in March.

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Copper raid 
gang caught 
by officers 
still on roof 

AN ‘extremely amateurish’ plan to 
steal copper from a roof came unstuck 
when the wannabe thieves had to be 
rescued by emergency services. 

The five men had climbed on to the 
roof of the old Shenstone House care 
home, Halesowen, and had started 
removing the copper and rolling it up 
before the police helicopter arrived. 

Gianni Desalerno, aged 25, of Meon 
Grove, Sheldon; Eliott Field, aged 
18, of Bentley Grove, Wedley Castle; 
Jack Hudson, aged 24, of Spearnall 
Grove, Selly Oak; and Joseph Stewart, 
aged 22, of Nigel Ave, Northfield, all 
pleaded guilty to theft. 

They were all sentenced to nine 
months’jail, suspended for 18 months, 
except O’Connor who was sentenced 
to 12 months’ jail, suspended for 18 
months, due to a previous conviction 
for metal theft. At Wolverhampton 
Crown Court, Mr Howard Searle, 
prosecuting, said police were called 
about 11.15pm on July 23, after a res¬ 
ident heard suspicious noises. 

A search found bolt cutters in the 
garden, as well as gloves, a fork, and a 
shovel. When questioned by police two 
of the men said they were brothers 
who had had a fight, and had climbed 
to the roof to ‘throw themselves off as 
they were feeling suicidal. 

The others said they had gone up 
to intervene. Mr Gurdeep Garcha, 
defending Desalerno and Field, said: 
“This was ill-judged, not well planned, 
and extremely amateurish.” 

The men were also ordered to pay 
compensation of £2,000 to Dudley 
Council and £500 court costs. 

£300 worth of 
plants stolen 

AROUND £300 worth of plants have 
been stolen from a community garden 
to the dismay of flower contest cam¬ 
paigners. 

Volunteers who set up the gold-win¬ 
ning Halesowen In Bloom entry said 
they disappointed by the vandalism. 
About 60 plants have been stolen from 
the Fingerpost Gardens in Rumbow. 

The plants were part of a replanting 
scheme carried out by Dudley Council 
to improve the town for this year’s bid 
in the Britain in Bloom competition. 

Dudley Council’s acting strategic 
director John Millar said: “We have 
not yet carried out a full assessment 
of what has been stolen but we would 
estimate approximately 60 plants and 
shrubs have been taken at a total 
value of around £300.” 

Crowd problems

ASTON Villa has been charged by the 
FA for crowd disturbance during their 
FA Cup quarter-final win over West 
Brom last month.

I've no idea who he is f says Farage

AFTER claiming he had ‘never heard’ 
of the UKIP candidate who brand¬ 
ed Islam an ‘evil cult’, here is Nigel 
Farage standing side by side with Ste¬ 
ve Latham. 

Mr Latham has the snap as his pro¬ 
file picture on Facebook, captioned: 
“Had good meeting with a down-to- 
earth man, a man of the people.” 

The UKIP leader has dismissed 
questions about Mr Latham, who is 
standing in West Bromwich East. 

When asked about it on the cam¬ 
paign trail, Mr Farage looked puzzled 
and said: “Who? Never heard of him. 


I don’t know who he is.” Told that Mr 
Latham was a candidate standing for 
UKIP, Mr Farage said: “I don’t know 
the names of all 630, I’m sorry. Peo¬ 
ple often say things on Facebook that 
they regret the next morning.” 

Mr Latham posted the photograph 
of himself with Mr Farage as his pro¬ 
file picture on March 18. 

Asked if he supported Mr Latham’s 
Facebook comment that Islam is an 
evil cult, the UKIP leader replied: “Of 
course not. And we had at our launch 
Muslim candidates that are standing 
for UKIP in this General Election.” 


The party has been criticised for re¬ 
fusing to take action after it emerged 
that the coach driver and former pub 
landlord had written on Facebook 
about the Labour Party being infil¬ 
trated by ‘the evil cult of Islam’. 

He apologised and said he had only 
been referring to extremists, not Mus¬ 
lims in general. 

Mr Farage also came in for criticism 
after this week’s televised opposition 
leaders’ debate because he described 
the studio audience as ‘remarkable, 
even by the left-wing standards of the 
BBC’. 


Boy, 13, is locked up 
for woman's murder 


A 13-YEAR-OLD boy has been 
locked up for a minimum of 12 
years for the murder of Glynis Ben- 
sley in a violent robbery in the Black 
Country. 

Petri Kurti, one of the youngest con¬ 
victed murderers in the country, punched 
his 47-year-old victim in the head and 
stamped on her face with such force that 
he left a footprint on her head during the 
attack in Smethwick. 

Miss Bensley was stripped of cash, a mobile 
phone, cigarettes and jewellery during a rob¬ 
bery on September 3 last year, that was said to 
have been enacted ‘on the spur of the moment’. 

The boy can now be named after Judge John 
Warner lifted reporting restrictions at Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court last Friday, following an 
application from the Express & Star. The judge 
said that the public interest in naming Kurti 
outweighed the need to preserve his anonym¬ 
ity, however his address and picture cannot be 
published. 

Kurti was also handed five years detention 
for robbery, as well as 12 months detention 
for a street robbery he committed in April last 
year. Both sentences will run concurrently. 
Following his release he will be on licence for 
the rest of his life. 

Misfortune 

Fellow defandant Zoheb Majid, 20, of Chesh¬ 
ire Road, was sent to a young offenders insti¬ 
tution for 10 years after being found guilty of 
manslaughter, with a seven year sentence for 
robbery to run concurrently. 

Sentencing the pair, Judge Warner said Miss 
Bensley had the ‘enormous misfortune’ to cross 
paths with both defendants. “I am in no doubt 
that you targeted her. The point here is that 
she was chosen by you because she was clearly 
vulnerable and would be an easy victim.” 

Miss Bensley, of Rosefield Road, Smethwick, 
was set upon on Cheshire Road, near to the 
junction with High Street. 

In CCTV footage shown to the court during 
the trial Kurti was seen walking up to his vic¬ 
tim and knocking her to the ground with a sin¬ 
gle punch. He was joined by Majid on a bicycle. 
Kurti stamped on Miss Bensley’s face and the 
pair robbed her while she lay on the ground. 

She died from a severe bleed on the brain 
caused by a blow to her eye. The youngster fled 
to nearby Victoria Park, where he was over- 
heard talking about the incident.

Kurti handed himself in to police five days later, and 
Majid was arrested two days after that. Both claimed 
to have believed the victim was a man due to her 
clothing and hairstyle. 

Mr Richard Atkins, prosecuting, said that Kurti’s 
level of responsibility in the crime was ‘far greater’ 
than you would usually expect for a 13-year-old. The 
court was told that Kurti had been convicted four 
times prior to committing the murder, for offences in¬ 
cluding assault, battery and robbery. He was excluded 
from school and then excluded from a pupil referral

unit for exhibiting aggressive behaviour towards staff. 

Judge Warner said he had come from a home ‘where 
there has been a complete lack of boundaries and no 
structure’. Mr Michael Turner, defending Kurti, said 
the murder had not been premeditated and that the 
youth was immature and ‘easily led by older boys’. 

Speaking after the sentencing, Glynis’ sister Dawn 
said: “We are a very close and supportive family and 
always look out for each other. To try and explain how 
Glynis’ murder has affected us is very hard to put into 
words.

CALLS have been made to review the 
safety of a road in West Bromwich af¬ 
ter a crash saw two people taken to 
hospital. 

Police closed Forge Lane following 
the accident after an Audi overturned 
at around 10.30pm on Sunday. Two 
people were taken to hospital with leg 
and arm injuries. The road, an acci¬ 
dent blackspot over recent years, was 
blocked for a short time until the car 
and debris could be cleared. 

Councillor Dave Hosell said: “It 
might be time to reduce the speed 
limits on the road to 40mph.”

Over 200 jobs set to go 

as college funds are cut

UP TO 250 jobs could be 
axed by a college which 
has campuses in the Black 
Country and Kidderminster 
under newly-announced 
cost-cutting plans. 

Birmingham Metropolitan 
College says it is being forced to 
slash the number of posts due 
to a reduction in funding. 

The college, which has 1,600 staff 
at sites in Stourbridge, Brierley 
Hill, Great Barr and Kidderminster, 
needs to reduce the workforce by be¬ 
tween 200 and 250 positions. Bosses 
said they hoped this could be done 
through voluntary redundancy. 

Andrew Cleaves, principal and 
chief executive at the college, said it 
was facing ‘challenging times’ with 
funding having been cut by a third 
in recent years. But he has vowed 
that current students wouldn’t be 
affected by the move and said they 
were aiming to continue to offer the 
same range of courses. 

It’s not yet known exactly how 
many posts will go at Stourbridge’s 
Hagley Road site, Brierley Hill’s Art 
and Design Centre and Advanced 
Technology Centre, Kidderminster 
Academy or the James Watt campus 
in Great Barr. 

Mr Cleaves said: “These are chal¬ 
lenging times for the education 
sector and the college has not been 
unaffected. Government funding 
has reduced by a third in recent 
years and greater competition in the 
sector, combined with demographic 
factors, has put pressure on student 
numbers. These conditions have 
highlighted the need to focus on 
efficiency, by reducing costs where 
we can and improving the way we 
do things. 

“Like other further education col¬ 
leges, we need to reduce our operat¬ 
ing costs and ensure the college is on 
a firm financial footing from which 
to grow in the future. 

“We have informed staff that we 
need to reduce costs significantly, 
and regrettably, around 200 to 250 
positions across our colleges could 
be made redundant by the end of 
the academic year.”.

The 25 youngsters visited the Asda store in Windmill 
Lane, Cape Hill to participate in the fundraiser in mem¬ 
ory of Oldbury Academy pupil Lauryn Wray-Lee who 
died in November aged 15 after a three-year battle with 
Wilms disease, a form of cancer affecting the kidneys. 

The event on Saturday was held to raise money for 
Acorn Children’s Hospice Trust, which offers a network 
of care for children serious conditions. Lauryn’s sister 
Tiegan Wray-Lee, aged nine and some of her school 
friends also performed song and dance routines to keep 
the Smethwick store’s customers entertained. 


Her other sister Danielle Lee, aged 26, said 25 children 
wearing T-shirts with Lauryn’s picture participated in 
the bag pack and said some of the customers asked them 
questions about who they were representing. 

In May 2011 Lauryn fainted while at school and was 
subsequently diagnosed with a Wilms tumour. 

She was referred to Birmingham Children’s Hospital 
and started chemotherapy. Lauryn had an operation to 
remove the tumour and continued chemotherapy which 
put the cancer into remission. Some time later a scan 
showed it had returned and despite further treatment 
putting it eventually into remission, the tumour re¬ 
turned and was almost covering her lungs when doctors 
had to inform the family her condition was terminal. 


Continuing 
fall in total 
of jobless 
for region 

UNEMPLOYMENT in the West Mid¬ 
lands was down by 1,000 to 172,000 
between December and February. 

Nationally, joblessness has contin¬ 
ued to fall and a record 31 million peo¬ 
ple are in work. 

The UK unemployment total fell by 
76,000 to 1.84 million in the quarter 
- the lowest for almost seven years. 

The figures from the Office for Na¬ 
tional Statistics are the last before the 
General Election. 

The number of people claiming 
Jobseeker’s Allowance fell by 20,700 
in March to 772,400, the 29th consec¬ 
utive monthly cut. 

In the West Midlands, the num¬ 
ber of claimants was down 2,518 to 
87,326. 

Wolverhampton and Birmingham, 
with rates of 4.5 per cent of the work¬ 
ing population, have the highest level 
of people claiming. 

Wolverhampton’s total fell by 281 
to 7,247 with Sandwell down by 176 
to 7,388 (3.7 per cent), Dudley falling 
139 to 5,703 (2.9pc) and Walsall down 
124 to 5,183 (3.1pc). 

President of the Black Country 
Chamber of Commerce, Ninder Johal, 
said: “It is great to see the Black 
Country is seeing the benefits of eco¬ 
nomic growth. This confirms the rise 
of the Black Country, particularly as 
it is now regarded as the second best 
local enterprise partnership in the 
country after Manchester. 

“With a successful aerospace and 
automotive sector growing in confi¬ 
dence, the signs for the Black Country 
look promising.”

This year will 
see the East Midlands take on the 
West Midlands with Wolves, Aston 
Villa, and Birmingham City joining 
Derby County, Nottingham Forest 
and Leicester City. Players expected 
to take part include former Villa stars 
Ian Taylor and Lee Hendrie. 

More than 3,000 fans flocked to the 
LG Arena last year and this time un¬ 
der-16s can attend for free with adult 
tickets priced at £12 plus booking fees.

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No pay claim 
workers at 
engineering 
firm hit out 

WORKERS at an engineering firm in 
the Black Country have demanded 
answers after claiming they have not 
been paid for two weeks. 

West Bromwich Engineering have 
since refused to comment on the 
claims. 

Workers at the Black Lake factory 
said they have not been told when 
they will be paid. 

They said they had contacted ACAS, 
which aims to resolve employment 
disputes, to try and broker talks. 

ACAS said it did not comment on 
individual cases. 

The site was open as usual follow¬ 
ing the claims, but the workforce is 
said to be unhappy about the situa¬ 
tion. One worker, who did not wish 
to be named, said: “It is a complete 
mess. We have not been paid in two 
weeks. 

“But we just can’t understand it be¬ 
cause there is still work coming into 
the company. 

“People cannot be treated like this, 
they have bills to pay and families to 
support. 

“We have already lost two weeks 
worth of earnings.” 

West Bromwich Engineering is part 
of the same group as Tividale-based 
Malthouse Engineering, one of the 
biggest steel profiling companies in 
the UK. 

Bosses said West Bromwich Engi¬ 
neering was an autonomous company 
and the pay row did not involve them. 

Malthouse Engineering has five 
sites around the UK and employ over 
150 people. 


Sewer collapse 
forces closure 

EMERGENCY repairs had to be car¬ 
ried out after a huge hole opened up 
in the middle of a road. 

Wigorn Road in Bearwood was 
sealed off after a collapsed sewer 
forced the ground to give way. 

The road was blocked as workers 
inspected the damage and carried 
out repairs. Buses had to be diverted 
along St Mary’s Road and Barclay 
Road. Highways bosses were alerted 
last Wednesday after the hole ap¬ 
peared in the ground. 

The hole was filled so the road could 
be reopened but Sandwell Council 
said further work would need to be 
carried out at a later date. 

Spokesman Ken Tudor said: “Work¬ 
men are investigating what seems to 
be a collapsed sewer.”

Ex-con jailed over knife 
threat on pregnant pal 


A SERIAL criminal who threatened 
a pregnant friend with a knife after 
‘losing his head’ has been locked 
up for 15 months. 

Caroline Evans treated Paul Summers 
Tike a brother’ and allowed the 42-year- 
old to stay at her flat on his release from 
prison, a judge heard. 

He was sleeping on the sofa of the property 
in Millfields Close, West Bromwich where she 
lived with her partner Sean Jones, Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court was told. 

But two days later, on December 18, Sum¬ 
mers slapped and punched Mr Jones who he 
claimed owed him £180, revealed Miss Fiona 
Cortese, prosecuting. 

The defendant was also abusive towards 
Miss Evans who got money from a cashpoint to 
settle the disputed debt, it was said. 

When she returned to the flat, Summers 
demanded the couple’s mobile phones to stop 
them ringing the police and picked up an eight- 
inch blade kitchen knife, added the prosecutor, 
who continued: “He held it at shoulder height 
and ordered her to give him jewellery.” 

Persuaded 

The defendant saw the fear in her face as she 
gave him six rings and this allegedly prompted 
him to cut his forearm and put the blade to his 
own throat, the court heard. The defendant, 
who had been drinking, was persuaded to drop 
the weapon and police were called. 

Miss Cortese concluded: “Miss Evans had 
known him for most of her life and regarded 
him like a brother. She had been glad to see 
him when he arrived but he really frightened 
her and she was left deeply hurt and upset.” 

Mr Stephen Hamblett, defending, said: “He 
was not thinking straight and has ruined a 
friendship of many years standing. He had 
been drinking and had lost his head which is 
evidenced by what he did to himself. 

“She had put him up following his release 
from prison. It was a moment of madness from 
him during which he bit the hand that fed 
him.” 

Summers, who had 56 previous convictions 
involving 146 separate offences and was of no 
fixed address, pleaded guilty to affray and was 
jailed by Recorder Nigel Baker QC who told 
him: “You abused a friendship in the most dis¬ 
ruptive and threatening way. It was a very un- 
pleasant incident for those who witnessed it.”

It’s time we 
made more 
of our own 
rich history

HAVING just returned from a few days 
in Normandy, one thing that struck me 
was the innovative ways they have of 
making the most out of their historic 
buildings and places. 

Probably the most spectacular attrac¬ 
tion was the four-storey, cylindrical pho¬ 
tographic panorama at Rouen, which re¬ 
ally makes you feel like you are standing 
in the middle of 4th-century Rome. 

Now imagine if we had such a thing 
in the Black Country, depicting what the 
area would have looked like 1,000 years 
ago. Thousands would flock to it from all 
over the Midlands. Of course, that would 
require some serious money, but there 
are other, simpler and cheaper options. 

In the grounds of a Norman Castle, 
there were several binocular-like devices 
pointing at the building, allowing people 
to see how it would have looked in the 
Middle Ages. The Black Country has a 
rich and fascinating history and some su¬ 
perb attractions. There is so much more 
we could do with a little imagination. 
□□□□□ 

BACK in 1997, in a rush of patriotic fer¬ 
vour, I bought a Rover 800 car. It was 
a gesture I very quickly lived to regret as 
the thing seemed to spend most of the 
next two years stuck on the ramp in the 
garage. 

Sticking valves, blown head gaskets 
and a big appetite for catalytic con¬ 
verters, patience finally snapped when 
it ground to a standstill in a big puff of 
smoke on my way to work. 

Churning out cars like that, it’s not hard 
to see why Rover production ground to 
an abrupt halt 10 years ago. That said, 
it is hard not to feel sad at the loss of a 
great British institution, particularly as 
we no longer have any genuinely Brit¬ 
ish-owned car manufacturers. 

Some people may remember a chap 
called Jon Moulton, a venture capitalist 
from Stoke, who tried to buy Rover five 
years before its collapse. His plans, to 
reduce the workforce by two thirds and 
turn the group into a smaller producer of 
niche cars sparked howls of protest. Not 
to mention the usual noisy demonstra¬ 
tions from the sort of people who would 
protest against fresh air if they had a ban¬ 
ner handy. 

The protesters won the day, Moulton 
threw in the towel, and along came the 
Phoenix Four with bold promises about 
keeping mass production at Longbridge 
by churning out vast volumes of the same 
old products that nobody liked. Look¬ 
ing back, Rover’s demise was inevitable 
once the Phoenix Four took over. But 10 
years on, Moulton still insists he could 
have saved Longbridge. I have no idea 
whether that is true, but he couldn’t have 
done much worse, could he?

And now this collection of photographs 
has become the focus of a new exhibition 
which has opened at a popular attraction 
in West Bromwich. 

Captured 

Sandwell Valley forms the backdrop for the 
images with keen countryside enthusiasts able 
to keep an eye out for the scenes and wildlife 
captured. 

West Midlands based photographers Alan 
Pendleton and Phil Dodd are behind the pro¬ 
ject documenting life in the valley and at Forge 
Mill Lake local nature reserve. 

The exhibition, called Sandwell Valley in 
Focus, has been launched at Oak House mu-

seum and is open to the public over the coming 
weeks. The photographers say: “Over the years 
we have found Sandwell valley both challeng¬ 
ing and rewarding with its variety of nature on 
show. 

“This collection of images shows what can be 
seen, if you stand for a while and look.” 

Forge Mill Lake forms part of the RSPB re¬ 
serve which is home to many species of birds 
and wildlife which can be spotted while on 
countryside walks and from numerous hides 
on the site. 

And the photographers, who have been 
friends for around 30 years, have been able to 
snap a variety of breathtaking images while on 
visits to the reserve. 


More than 40 images have been displayed 
at the Grade II* listed former manor house in 
Oak Road, which museum staff have showcased 
today. 

Hedgerows full of wildlife, flocks of ducks, 
geese, swans and lapwings can be seen at the 
63-hectare reserve, especially from the Lake¬ 
side Lookout. 

One of the images shows a pair of Canada 
geese in synchronised flight, skimming over the 
shimmering waters of the lake. 

Two swans come together in harmony for an¬ 
other of the images with a striking background 
coloured with purples and pinks as the lake’s 
water ripples in the foreground. 

Foliage

£6lm spent on bank 
staff for health care 


HOSPITALS and the ambulance 
service in the West Midlands 
spent £61 million on wages for 
reserve bank staff in a single 
year, new figures reveal. 

The majority of the money went 
on nurses and clerical staff at sites 
through the Black Country and Staf¬ 
fordshire. 

The biggest outlay was at the Heart of 
England NHS Trust in Birmingham with 
£15m, followed by Dudley with £11.9m and 
the trust that runs Sandwell Hospital with 
£11.lm. Critics have said it shows hospitals 
do not have enough permanent staff and 
are being forced to call on bank workers, 
whose wages are often higher. 

It comes as hospitals struggle to cope 
with rocketing numbers of admissions and 
falling budgets. 

West Midlands Ambulance shelled 
out £1.16 million in 2013/14, including 
£740,145 on ‘additional clinical services’ 
and £139,438 on admin and clerical staff. 

Some £ll.lm was spent by Sandwell and 
West Birmingham Hospitals NHS Trust, 
which runs Sandwell Hospital and City 
Hospital in Winson Green. The most was 
spent on qualified nurses at £4.39m, with 
£2.45m on ‘unqualified’ nurses such as care 
assistants, and £2.45m on admin and cler¬ 
ical workers. 

A total of £6.1m was spent at Wolver¬ 
hampton’s New Cross Hospital with £4.3m 
of that going on nurses and care assistants 
and £909,000 on admin. 

Dudley Group NHS Foundation Trust, 
which manages Russells Hall Hospital, 
paid bank workers £11.98m, some £8.37 of 
which went on nurses and care assistants. 

Heart of England NHS Trust in Birming¬ 
ham shelled out £15m, including £11.5m on 
nurses and care workers. 

Walsall figures were not available. 

Sandwell and West Birmingham NHS 
Trust spokeswoman Tran Vy Tuong said: 
“We have managed to reduce agency costs 
by 30 per cent since July 2014.”

A BAGGIES fan who helped make the 
FA Cup trophy as well as medals has 
celebrated her 100th birthday. 

Dorothy Callaghan was born in West 
Bromwich during the First World War 
on March 26, 1915 and lived there 
until she was 92 before moving closer 
to her family in Hednesford. 

The great-grandmother, who now 
lives at Conifers Nursing Home in 
Great Wyrley, celebrated her big day 
at the care home with family travel¬ 
ling from as far away as Bermuda in 
North America. Dorothy tied the knot 
with husband and Wolves fan Albert 
in 1938 and the couple spent 55 years 


together and had two children, Robert, 
aged 69, and Ann, 75. Mrs Callaghan’s 
husband died in 1993. 

Despite the disagreement on teams, 
Robert said his parents never argued 
over their differences on football. 
“They never rowed about it,” he said. 
“Things were different back then. She 
still likes keeping up-to-date with the 
Baggies and is a big politics fan too. 

Dorothy’s football connections go 
further than just being a fan. She also 
worked for Fattorini and Sons in West 
Bromwich where she helped design 
the FA Cup among other trophies and 
medals. She was also a bridesmaid at 


West Brom and England goalkeeper 
Harold Pierson’s wedding - the 
shot-stopper who made 281 appear¬ 
ances for the Albion between 1925 
and 1937. 

The 100-year-old went to second¬ 
ary school at Cronehills School and 
has three grandchildren, Laura, 35, 
Daniel, 42, Barry, 51, as well as two 
great-grandchildren. After working for 
Fattorini’s, Dorothy spent time at a 
small grocery firm and company called 
Luton Oils in West Bromwich as an 
accounts clerk before retiring in 1971. 

She spent retired life travelling to 
a number of places around the world.

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Brolly gang 
crime spree 


raiders in 53-day 
get 27 years' jail 


A GANG of brolly-bearing robbers who raided 13 shops in a 
53-day crime spree have been jailed for a total of 27 years. 

Ashleigh Evans, Marcus Morgan, Liam Bell and Trea Richardson of¬ 
ten used umbrellas to mask their entrance to the shops, targeted in the 
Black Country and Kidderminster. Inside the supermarkets, conveni¬ 
ence stores and electrical shops, they got away with around £145,000 
in cash, £2,200 worth of cigarettes and cars worth £30,000. 


Their spree began at Staples in 
West Bromwich when the group, 
armed with hammers and screwdriv¬ 
ers, threatened staff into handing 
over money from the tills. During the 
robbery, they also stole the manager’s 
Mercedes E200, which they used as 
their getaway car. 

The next target was Farm Foods 
in Princes End, Tipton, on April 27 
last year. Entering the shop with 
umbrellas, they ordered staff to get 
on the floor, with one employee being 
punched to the face. Cash was then 
stolen from the manager’s office. 

Brandishing 

On May 2, the foursome, brandish¬ 
ing golf clubs at staff and shoppers, 
stole cash from the tills of Towsure 
Products, Long Lane, Halesowen, 
before going on to target Subway in 
West Bromwich, within the hour on 
the same day. Five days later, they 
targeted the Post Office on London¬ 
derry Road, Oldbury. This time, they 
used a stun gun to threaten staff into 
handing over cash. Their next targets 
included Home Zone in Bearwood and 
Asda in Coseley. 

A Ford Mondeo, stolen from Cradley 
Heath earlier that month, was used as 
the getaway car and was found aban¬ 
doned nearby. A large quantity of 
cash and cigarettes were stolen from 
Asda in Netherton and three men ap-

proached staff waiting to get into PC 
World in Wednesbury, demanding to 
be let in. 

One employee was punched to the 
neck and others were told they would 
be shot if they did not co-operate. On 
June 12, officers raided the homes 
of Evans, aged 26; Morgan, aged 21; 
Bell, aged 19 and Richardson, aged 22. 
Phones found at the addresses of all 
four showed calls between them and 
placed them in the areas of the robber¬ 
ies when they were committed. 

Richardson and Bell were arrested 
at the time the warrants were exe¬ 
cuted, while Morgan went on the run 
for five months before being detained 
in November 2014. Evans was arrested 
on a flight back from Amsterdam. 

Evans, of Vale Street, West Brom¬ 
wich; Morgan, of Park Road, Tividale; 
Bell, of Belle Vue Road, Rowley Regis; 
and Richardson, of Grafton Road, 
Handsworth, all pleaded guilty to con¬ 
spiracy to rob. 

Evans, from Vale Street, West Bro¬ 
mwich, was sentenced to 10 years; 
Bell, from Belle Vue, Smethwick - six 
years and six months; and Richard¬ 
son, from Grafton Road, Handsworth 
- four years at earlier hearings. Mor¬ 
gan, from Park Road, Oldbury was 
jailed for seven years.

Brick thrown

A BRICK was hurled through the 
windscreen of an ambulance as par¬ 
amedics treated a patient in the early 
hours of the morning. 

The West Midlands Ambulance Ser¬ 
vice crew was treating the patient who 
was complaining of severe abdominal 
pain in Chipperfield Road, Hodge Hill, 
Birmingham at 4am yesterday. 

When the paramedics returned to 
their vehicle to take the patient to 
hospital they discovered that their 
windscreen had been smashed with 
a brick. 

A second ambulance had to be sent 
to the scene to take the patient to hos¬ 
pital. 

Nathan Hudson, WMAS general 
manager for Birmingham, said: “This 
is an incredibly disappointing case 
which not only delayed a patients’ on¬ 
ward care in A&E but also means we 
have an ambulance off the road and 
unable to respond to 999 calls whilst 
it’s being repaired. 

“Thankfully my staff weren’t hurt 
but they were understandably upset 
by the incident. Ambulance staff are 
here to help people in an emergency 
and it’s extremely sickening to see in¬ 
cidents such as this.” 

Ambulances bosses confirmed the 
incident had been reported to the po¬ 
lice.

She said abuse she had 
received on her Twitter ac¬ 
count - including messages 
about her husband and chil¬ 
dren - had a major bearing 
on her decision.

FOCUS ON SMETHWICK AND BEARWOOD 


£2m improvement project 
for major route starts off 


A £2 MILLION scheme to improve 
the safety and appearance of a ma¬ 
jor route in Sandwell has begun. 

Work will take place at Bearwood Road 
and Cape Hill, in Smethwick, over the 
coming year after funding for the project 
was earmarked from Sandwell Council’s 
revenue surplus. 

Approval was received for the first phase of 
work in Bearwood Road, with pedestrian cross¬ 
ings and lighting being upgraded. Pavements 
and street furniture along the route will also 
be improved. Council officials said preliminary 
work was already taking place along the route 
with the main work to take place in phases 
over the coming months. 

Bosses are also working on junction im¬ 
provement plans for Bearwood Road with pre¬ 
liminary designs still being worked on. 

Once completed these will go out for res¬ 
idents to have their sayand to be approved 
by councillors. This work will also take place 
in phases. The authority said improvements 
along Cape Hill were also in the pipeline with 
detailed designs now being worked on. 

Public consultation will take place later this 
year and work will begin in the autumn. 

Cape Hill has one of the highest numbers of 
recorded road accidents in the borough with 34 
incidents involving 40 casualties reported over 
the five years to the end of November last year. 

Among the plans for the section of road in¬ 
clude the installation of a controlled pedestrian 
crossing in the main shopping area and bus 
stops relocated to either side of the proposed 
crossing. Better lighting would also be in¬ 
stalled along the route and 20mph introduced 
along Cape Hill and its approaches. 

Sandwell Council leader Councillor Darren 
Cooper said: “This is a very busy route and I 
am pleased a timescale has now been set for 
these works to take place. It will be of enor-

Worker tells of hit-and-run ordeal 


THE victim of a hit-and-run crash has 
told how he was left lying in the road 
screaming in pain. 

Connor Jones, aged 21, who works 
as a picker at M&J Seafood in Smeth¬ 
wick, suffered a broken leg after 
being knocked off his bike by a sil¬ 
ver-coloured taxi in Springfield Lane, 
Rowley Regis. He then skidded into a 
stationary Toyota Yaris parked on the 
other side of the road. 

Connor was returning home from 
a night shift in the early hours of 
April 4. The taxi driver fled the scene 
after initially stopping to look at the 
stricken biker, leaving Connor lying in 
the road screaming in pain. 

“I remember thinking ‘oh no’ when I 
saw the taxi in front of me, but I don’t 
really know what I was thinking be¬ 
cause it all happened so fast,” explains 
Connor from Brierley Hill. “After I 
had slid on the floor I managed to ring 
the ambulance.” 

Connor was taken initially to Rus- 
sells Hall Hospital and transferred to 
the Queen Elizabeth Hospital in Bir¬ 
mingham where he had pins inserted 
into his leg along with a frame. 

The taxi, believed to be a Ford 
Mondeo, was pulling out from the Am- 
bell Close junction on to Springfield 
Lane and turning right, but was in 
front of the bike, causing Connor to 
swerve to his right to try to avoid the 
car. Police want anyone with informa¬ 
tion on in relation to the taxi driver to 
call Sandwell officers on 101.

Rich industrial heritage 
is laid bare at exhibition 


THE full extent of the Black 
Country’s rich industrial her¬ 
itage is laid bare in a stunning 
new exhibition at the Black 
Country Living Museum. 

From the glow of blast furnaces, 
to a bustling Walsall High Street 
at the turn of the century, the re¬ 
gion’s past is brought to the fore 
at the entrance to the popular 
Dudley attraction. 

The revamped reception features a 
series of giant images depicting Black 
Country life through the ages, culmi¬ 
nating with a five-minute film in a new 
‘cinema pod’. 

Pipes 

There are images of coal-blackened 
men with pipes hanging from their 
mouths, children playing in the streets 
between back-to-backs and of women 
working at mines. The project has 
taken three months to complete and 
replaces the attraction’s previous ‘Hall 
of Fame’ exhibition. 

The stunning pictures offer visitors 
a snapshot of life in the region from

the 18th century onwards. They in¬ 
clude a print by renowned artist and 
poet Edwin Butler Bayliss, whose 
paintings depict the Black Country as 
a smoke-filled engineering heartland. 

Many of the region’s famous busi¬ 
nesses are also represented. They in¬ 
clude a branch of Palethorpes butchers 
in Oldbury, complete with a large ad¬ 
vertisement proudly boasting: ‘Best 
Pork Goods’. The inner workings of 
the Palethorpes sausage factory in 
Tipton are shown in another image. 

Workers at Wednesbury’s famous 
Spear and Jackson factory in the 
1960s are shown in another exhibit, 
while a stunning monochrome image 
shows a line of staff at the Revo metal 
polishing shop in Tipton. 

The sprawling Guy Motors Fallings 
Park Works in Wolverhampton is also 
displayed. 

Another image on display illustrates 
how the region’s industrial exploits 
were lauded far beyond the bounda¬ 


ries of the Black Country. It shows a 
picture from the Illustrated London 
News in 1866 depicting dozens of 
smokestacks billowing over a land¬ 
scape packed with factories. 

But its not all grim and industrial, 
with one picture showing Wolver¬ 
hampton’s beautifully landscaped 
West Park at its finest, as mothers 
stroll alongside the pond with their 
babies in prams. 

Walsall’s busy High Street is de¬ 
picted in a photograph taken in 1908, 
complete with the imposing figure of 
St Matthew’s Church looming in the 
background. 

Traditional 

There’s also a nod to how the BCLM 
has preserved the traditional indus¬ 
trial practices of the area. 

Last November the museum was 
given permission for a new school en¬ 
trance intended to cut queues. The 
building will be near the new Dudley 
Archives. For more information on the 
BCLM and details of events visit helm.

Police visited West Bromwich 
Post Office as part of their work 
with anti-scam charity Think 
Jessica to raise awareness of the 
tricks fraudsters use to steal mon¬ 
ey from the bank accounts of their 
victims. 

These include fake lottery win 
claims, promises of messages from 
clairvoyants and shares in fake busi¬ 
nesses. In the last five months, West 


Midlands Police has been alerted to 
hundreds of such scams in the region. 

Officers have handed out warning 
flyers - funded through £1,300 seized 
from criminals under the Proceeds of 
Crime Act - and chatted to members 
of the public at West Midlands post 
offices. 

The Think Jessica campaign was 
started by Marilyn Baldwin in 2007 
after five years of struggling to find 
help for her mother, Jessica, who was 
targeted by fraudsters over a period 
of five years. Her aim was to educate 
others about the powerful psychology 
criminals use to trap their targets and 
make them understand how this is 


strong enough to turn them against 
their loved ones and those trying to 
help them. 

Crime prevention adviser PC Tony 
Cooper said: “Think Jessica is a char¬ 
ity aimed at protecting elderly and 
vulnerable people. We were asking 
people to take a booklet to give to el¬ 
derly friends or family and help spread 
the word. 

“Founder of the Think Jessica char¬ 
ity, Marilyn Baldwin was on hand too 
to promote the campaign and talk 
about the important work of the char¬ 
ity.”

DECKED out in the red and 
white of the English flag, 
people came together to 
make a colourful spectacle 
on the St George’s Day pa¬ 
rade from Stone Cross to 
West Bromwich.

He said other ethnic groups in the 
country had their own celebrations, 
such as St Patrick’s Day, so the aim 
was to celebrate Englishness. 

He added: “If you are patriotic and 
English, you get this label that you are 
right wing, but it is nothing to do with 


that. It is just our culture and we want 
to celebrate it.” 

Cohn Haynes, from Walsall, was 
among the walkers winding their way 
to Dartmouth Park. 

He said: “This is the first one of 
these that I have done. I wanted to 
be part of it because I am English and 
patriotic. 

“My dad fought for this country and 
I have done as well.” 

Paul Stevens, from Great Barr, was 
taking part in the walk with his daugh¬ 
ter Kelly Stevens and her children Mc¬ 


Kenzie Stevens, six, and Chad Stevens, 
three. 

He said the event should be much 
bigger, but there had been a lack of 
publicity. 

He added: “We are proud to be Eng¬ 
lish and it is about time people started 
showing their patriotism. This event 
is all family-orientated and there is no 
trouble at all.” 

His daughter Kelly called for St 
George’s Day to be made a public hol¬ 
iday.

THERE’S a long-standing 
gripe with politicians that 
they never answer a ques¬ 
tion. Ed Balls is the opposite. 

You can’t shut the shadow chan¬ 
cellor up. I’ve often wondered why 
he’s considered by his critics to be 
such a liability for Labour. 

To his credit he answered something 
that Ed Miliband has so far failed to 
adequately address - the prospect of 
selling out England to the SNP. 

The Labour leader is adamant there 
will be no Scottish Nationalist minis¬ 
ters in his cabinet. But a lot of people 
still want to know what concessions 
he would make to the SNP in order 
to keep him in power for five years, 
despite his protests in the recent tel¬ 
evised debates. 

Assurance 

It might lock the Tories out of Num¬ 
ber 10. But it would be electoral su¬ 
icide for Labour. So when, on a visit 
to Wolverhampton, Ed Balls gave an 
‘unequivocal’ assurance that Labour 
would not allow the West Midlands 
to be disadvantaged, it sounded as 
though the nettle was being grasped. 

He said: “There is absolutely no pos¬ 
sibility of any vote being put to Par¬ 
liament or any measure in a Labour 
budget which would in any way dis¬ 
advantage the West Midlands or any 
other part of England because that’s 
what the SNP demand. No way. Un¬ 
equivocal. I’m not going to do it and 
Labour isn’t going to do it. 

“We’ve been very clear we won’t 
have a coalition with the SNP. They

can’t stand up for the interests of peo¬ 
ple in England because they want to 
break up the United Kingdom. We’re 
going to put a vote to Parliament to 
abolish the Bedroom Tax. I want a 
Labour majority to get that through. 

That’s 162 words there that could 
well make an enormous difference to 
Labour’s campaign in England. Of 
course it won’t have done very much 
to foster good relations in Scotland, 
where Labour is facing the loss of doz¬ 
ens of seats to the SNP. 

But that’s the battle the two Eds 
have to face. 

The polls suggest that even if they 
head up the largest party after May 7, 
it won’t be with a majority. 

If they cook up a deal with the SNP 
that hands concessions to a country 
with a population smaller than the 
West Midlands, there will be a revolt 
by Labour backbenchers who will face 
the wrath of their constituents. 


No party wants to be in opposition. 
It is a miserable existence. But it must 
be better than setting your party on 
to a path where in order to remain in 
power you have to betray the people 
who voted for you in favour of a coun¬ 
try that rejected you. 

William Hague has surely earned 
the right to head off into political 
retirement, having stood down as an 
MP after 26 years. But he was on the 
campaign trail in Dudley South last 
week and doing his bit to help the To¬ 
ries hold on to this key marginal seat. 

For what it’s worth I’m glad he’s 
still around. His final act in Parlia¬ 
ment was to lead a Tory attempt to 
get a secret ballot to decide the future 
of Marmite speaker John Bercow. 
Critics called it a grubby plot. 

It was an unfitting coda to a politi¬ 
cal career whose highlight was the in¬ 
troduction of the landmark Disability

Seasick Steve 
is sonic surfing 

SEVENTY something singer and guitarist Steven Wold — 
AKA Seasick Steve — has been a cowboy, a carnival worker, a 
hobo, a busker on the streets of Paris, and a record producer, 
since he left his California home to ride the rails as a 13-year- 
old in the mid 1950s. 

No wonder then that the bearded bluesman is also one of 
music’s great raconteurs. 

At the last night of his latest tour, the audience at a full 
Wolverhampton Civic Hall on Wednesday, April 29, can ex¬ 
pect some entertaining stories amid the fiercely played gui¬ 
tar — usually homemade from odd components that have 
included car hubcaps — and raw bones blues from the seven 
albums he has released since his 2004 debut Cheap brought 
him to the attention of a wider public. 

The latest album came out this year, Sonic Soul Surfer, 
including hit track Summertime Boy. To hear it at it’s best, 
Steve has been recommending audiences to buy the vinyl 
version. Steve will be joined by similarly hirsute drummer 
Dan Magnuson, playing tracks from the new album and old 
favourites such as Dog House Boogie . 

He said: “There’s no comfort when I play. None of my gui¬ 
tars are any good. It’s like with that hubcap thing, the bridge 
is just an old engine bolt and if you bump it, it goes com¬ 
pletely out of tune.

A CURSORY glance at the menu 
of The Woodman in Bilbrook and 
one thing is readily apparent. 

The influence of Man Vs Food has ex¬ 
tended far enough that it’s reached a sleepy 
little village on the Wolverhampton to 
Shrewsbury line. 

Man Vs Food is an American cuisine 
show, in the loosest sense of the term. Its 
host Adam Richman tours the USA visiting 
what he’s proud to call ‘pig out spots’ - din¬ 
ers and restaurants serving junk in the way 
that only Americans can do it; large, gooey 
and fried at least once. 

Often the food looks amazing, sometimes 
it’s horrific, but one constant is that every 
week Adam attempts one of his nation’s 
many restaurant food challenges. 

Which brings us to the Woodman Inn 
on a very busy Thursday night. Part of the 
Flaming Grill pub chain, it boasts not one,

but three, food challenges. The most easily 
navigable is the Flaming Challenge Burger, 
which packs in two 12oz beefburgers, two 
breaded chicken breast fillets, spicy chilli 
beef, cheese slices, onion, crispy bacon, 
onion rings - and a double portion of chips. 

The bold among you may favour the 
Trash Can Challenge, a giant rack of BBQ 
ribs, large cheese and bacon burger, chilli 
beef sundae, southern-fried chicken skewer, 
onion rings, corn, double portion of baked 
beans and a triple order of chips. Complete 
any of the challenges and you can get your 
photo on a Wall Of Fame. 

Or, should you be completely insane, you 
can have one of the pub’s rather excellent 
steaks served with ghost chilli sauce. This 
sauce typically registers more than one 
million of the Scoville Scale of chilli heat - 


that’s 900 times hotter than Tabasco. 

But I haven’t come here for any of that. 
I’m here to sample one of the pub’s other 
American-style innovations - the doughnut 
burger. Which is - steel yourselves now - a 
beefburger patty served in a glazed dough¬ 
nut instead of a bread bun. 

Oddity 

It’s sweet and savoury, but not as we 
know it. I must admit that I approached 
this oddity with some trepidation, so I de¬ 
cided to round out my meal with Cajun 
onion rings and chilli beef-topped cheesy 
chips. In the end, though, my chips came 
un-chillied and devoid of cheese. The bar 
manager suggested that I try my chips with 
the ghost chilli dip instead. In fact, he prac¬ 
tically insisted I do. And so I did. 

Elsewhere, my fellow diners decided on a 
super-sized version of fish and chips called 


The Codfather. It featured a battered cod 
fillet that clearly had a blue whale some¬ 
where in its family lineage, a double portion 
of chips and peas; and half a chicken with 
Peri Peri sauce and chips. 

So. What can I tell you about a doughnut 
burger? Well, my particular one was layered 
thus: half a glazed doughnut, tomato, let¬ 
tuce, burger, cheese, bacon, burger, cheese, 
bacon, other half of glazed doughnut. The 
Cajun onion rings, a snip at just £1.49, 
were plentiful, and placed next to a pot of 
the hallowed ghost chilli dip. Well, I wasn’t 
going ignore that invitation. And so I got 
an onion ring, and I dipped. Turns out that 
ghost chilli sauce is really hot. 

As for the doughnut burger, taste-wise 
yes, it works. The sweetness of the dough¬ 
nut wasn’t a squillion miles away from a 
brioche bun, and everyone is serving up 
their meat in those nowadays.

P eter Kay is back! For many 
moons, he was regarded as 
Britain’s premier comedian, the 
heir to the northern comedy crown 
once worn by the likes of Morecambe 
and Wise and Les Dawson. 


Like many comics, Kay is a keen 
people-watcher, and uses quirky 
moments he’s observed in his work; 
it’s something he started back when 
he was working in dead-end jobs 
before fame called. 


Kay himself stars as John, a 
supermarket worker who begins 
commuting with colleague Kayleigh 
(Sian Gibson) thanks to a company 
car-share initiative. 


He started his showbusiness career 
in stand-up after enrolling on a media 
performance course at Salford 
University. Then, in 1996, after 
appearing at various local clubs, 
he was encouraged to enter the 
North-west Comedian of the Year 
contest, which he won. A year 
later, he also triumphed at Edinburgh’s 
So You Think You’re Funny 
competition. 

Despite missing out on the Perrier 
Award in 1998, Kay’s star was rising 
and by 2000, he was appearing 
regularly on TV. 

The mockumentary The Services 
went down a storm and led to That 
Peter Kay Thing, which was followed 
by the mighty Phoenix Nights. For 
many, that remains the peak of his 
career to date, and was recently 
revived via a charity stage version 
which featured much of the original 


“When I was working, I would 
write down lots of things that were 
funny - things managers would say 
and phrases they’d use that stood 
out, and stories about what 
happened,” he reveals. 

Perhaps that’s where the germ of 
the idea that grew into his latest 
project, Car Share, came from. It’s 
similar in tone to the aforementioned 
That Peter Kay Thing, with a 
soupcon of Phoenix Nights thrown 
in for good measure - basically, it’s 
a sitcom based around characters 
thrown together by their jobs. 

BBC iPlayer users had the 
opportunity of watching Car Share 
early when it appeared on the 
catch-up service last week. But 
there’s something more special 
about seeing it on TV - anything 
new featuring Kay feels like an event 
worth sitting down with friends or 
family to view. 


‘To be finally working with the 
BBC on a new comedy is a 
great opportunity,” says Kay, 
whose previous work has been 
broadcast by Channel 4. ‘And 
the idea of two people car 
sharing to work each day really 
appealed to me, as it highlights the 
comedy in the minutiae of the daily 
trek and allows the spiralling 
conversations of life to unwind in all 
of their glory.” 


Each of John and Kayleigh’s six 
journeys reveal something different 
about their private lives - but will 
they get along? 

A sat-nav disaster means the first 
trip doesn’t get off to a good start, 
and to make matters worse, 
Kayleigh makes her mark as soon 
as she gets into John’s car - what 
could have been a beautiful 
friendship may have been ruined 
before it’s had a chance to get off 
the ground.

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Trio of hot VW Golf estates

UK order books have opened 
for Volkswagen’s trio of hot Golf 
Estates - the Golf R and GTD 
Estates and the Golf Alltrack - 
ahead of first deliveries in Au¬ 
gust. 

The R and GTD Estates boast all the 
attributes of their popular hatchback 
counterparts, with like for like trims, 
but bootspace is increased from 380 
litres to 605 litres - and up to 1,620 
litres when the rear seats are folded 
flat. 

Power outputs range from 110 PS in 
Alltrack which is available with three en¬ 
gines, through 184 PS in the GTD to 300 
PS in the range-topping R model. 

The Alltrack and the R Estate also gain 
4MOTION four-wheel drive. 

Turbocharged 

Like the Golf R hatch, the Golf R Es¬ 
tate is powered by a 2.0-litre (1,984 cc) 
four-cylinder turbocharged TSI petrol 
engine. 

Maximum power is 300 PS from 5,500 
to 6,200 rpm while maximum torque of 
380 Nm (280 lbs ft) is available from 
1,800 up to 5,500 rpm. 

In this new car, standstill to 50 mph 
takes just 3.8 seconds, and to 62 mph 
5.1 seconds; top speed is electronically 
limited to 155 mph. 

Style and spec-wise, the Golf R Estate 
follows all the cues of its hatchback sib¬ 


ling, though the estate is only available 
with a six-speed DSG gearbox. 

The Golf GTD Estate is, quite simply, 
a booted version of Volkswagen’s iconic 
long-distance sports cruiser. 

The new estate model has at its heart 
a 2.0-litre (1,968 cc) common rail TDI en¬ 
gine which produces 184 PS from 3,500 
to 4,000 rpm. 

Maximum torque is 280 Nm (380 lbs 
ft) from 2,500 to 5,000 rpm. 

Benchmark 

The benchmark 0 to 62 mph sprint 
takes 7.9 seconds, with a top speed of 
143 mph. 

Yet the Golf GTD Estate lives up to 
its benchmark economy, returning 64.2 
mpg on the combined cycle, with C02 
emissions of just 115 g/km. 

A six-speed manual gearbox is 
standard, while a six-speed DSG 
version is available for a premium of 
£1,415. 

The Golf Alltrack follows in the foot¬ 
steps of the Passat Alltrack which first 
went on sale in the UK in 2012 and 
closes the gap between the on- and 
off-road worlds, both visually and tech¬ 
nically. 

It features a standard 4MOTION all¬ 
wheel drive system, off-road driving pro¬ 
file, higher ground clearance (up to 20 
mm).

Audi upping 
the styling 
game with 
TT roadster

Friends ribbed me that the Audi TT Roadster 
I was driving was a hairdresser’s car but the 
third generation model that’s just arrived on 
our roads is certainly not just for the girls. 

The new TT is evolutionary, rather than revolution¬ 
ary - after all why fix something that isn’t broken. But 
Audi has upped the game in styling and technology 
and is taking the fight to rivals in the sector. 

The TT Roadster looks broadly the same but there’s a 
sharper focus on sports positioning and better dynamics 
thanks to its lightweight aluminium and steel construction. 
The TT of today is a more sharply designed package, with 
a slightly longer wheelbase with definite hints of the more 
expensive R8. 

Sitting on 19in wheels the S-Line gets deeper side sills, 
different bumpers and a black grille. 

There are just two trims, Sport and S-Line, and a choice of 
highly efficient engines. 

The petrol TT uses a 230bhp, 2.0-litre TFSI unit with ei¬ 
ther a six-speed manual gearbox or Audi’s seven-speed, 
dual-clutch S tronic transmission, and there’s the choice of 
front- or Quattro four-wheel drive. 

You can also get a TDI Ultra version with an 184bhp 2.0-li- 
tre diesel engine which gives 67.3mpg and emit just 110g/ 
km of C02 with manual and front-wheel drive. 

I prefer the 2.0litre TFSi S tronic which was on test. It 
came with an on-the-road tag of £33,020 but on-board ex¬ 
tras pushed that up to £40,255. 

Extras include leather trim, auto dimming and rear-view 
mirror sensor package, heated seats and a parking system. 

Performance 

There was a top speed of 155mph and 0-62mph in only 
6.1 seconds, yet the manufacturers claim 38.6mpg on the 
combined cycle and 11 per cent lower C02 figures of 142g/ 
km. 

That really is competitive. 

And while there’s the performance you would expect 
there’s lots more inside the cabin to make the TT stand out 
from the opposition, particularly if you want to upgrade to 
get Audi’s stunning virtual cockpit system. 

Centre of attention is the 12in LCD driver display which 
has replaced conventional dials and sits beautifully in front 
of the driver where all information is readily available. 

This development is a real sales winner for Audi and just 
has to be seen to be believed. It can be switched between 
Classic View or Infotainment View which brings up the big¬ 
gest navigation map you will ever see. 

Telephone, media, trip and car settings functions all ap¬ 
pear on the screen and can be controlled using both the 
touch sensitive MMI controller or the multi-function wheel - a 
sheer joy. 

The test car was fitted with the optional Technology Pack¬ 
age which added Google Maps traffic information, music 
streaming and internet access. 

On the road stability control intervention contributes to 
great roadholding and if you chose to upgrade to the AWD 
Quattro there’s even more agility. 

Audi’s Drive Select system is standard across the range, 
allowing you to chose Normal, Sport or Dynamic driving 
modes. 

Audi may say that the TT is a 2+2 but it’s really a two-seat¬ 
er. The benefits come when you lower the rear seats to in¬ 
crease boot space. 

There’s also a shortage of storage space in the cabin so 
you’ll need to travel lightly. 

Visibility is normally a problem in this sector but the TT 
scores well in this area. 

All models in the new range are considerably dearer, but 
Audi has a reputation for holding residual values, so price 
shouldn’t be an issue. 
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Small revisions 
making a big 
difference on 
the Mazda SUV

The CX-5 led Mazda’s charge back to winning 
ways in 2012 with the striking ‘Kodo’ styling 
that was then rolled out on everything else, 
from the 2 supermini to the 6 flagship saloon. 
This is the first time a Kodo car has been up¬ 
dated, so, as you can imagine, Mazda has 
kept the visual changes to a minimum. 

On the inside, the MZD infotainment system has 
been revised and you’ll find some of the main but¬ 
tons in a more intuitive place between the front seats. 
Small things can make a big difference. 

You’d have to argue that the CX-5 has been the prettiest 
member of the compact SUV class since it was launched. 
Nothing has changed too much on that front, with a tweak 
here and a lift there. 

Soft lines and muscular shapes combine to hide the car’s 
size exceptionally well. The Mazda is bigger than a Nissan 
Qashqai, but it doesn’t look it. 

Leaders 

Something has always held this car’s sales back versus 
the sector sales leaders, though - even if a few hours with 
the car leaves me clueless as to why. 

It holds its own against any rival you care to name, so per¬ 
haps something in the CX-5’s image is struggling to shout 
loud enough to be heard over the crowd. 

You be the judge. 

An average-height man in the driving seat of the manu¬ 
al version leaves plenty of legroom behind himself. People 
tend to sit a bit further away in the automatic version, though, 
to stretch their legs a bit more, while those who sit closer to 
the wheel leave limo-like space for rear passengers. 

The boot is pretty huge, with a recessed bin at the side 
that can keep bottles or cartons from rolling or sliding 
around the rest of the load bay. 

A capacious covered bin between the front seats also has 
a removable coin tray. Handy. 

While the 2.2-litre diesel is a miracle of modern technol¬ 
ogy for how low its emissions are, it could do with more 
soundproofing. 

It grumbles and growls away not unpleasantly, but cer¬ 
tainly more loudly than it could. 

It really does drive sweetly, though, with a marvellous 
gearbox inspired by the MX-5 sports car’s, and body control 
that sits between the sporty and the comfortable. It grips 
like a limpet, feels instantly driver-friendly and the only fac¬ 
tor that takes some getting used to is on the manual petrol 
models, which have springy clutches and such instant throt¬ 
tle response that it can be hard to be really smooth when 
setting off. 


Intuitive 

Worth noting is the redesigned MZD system control lay¬ 
out, which works a treat. The system itself is possibly the 
most intuitive and capable system you’ll find anywhere in 
‘cardom’, quickly leading you to the options and sub-menus 
that you want. 

At the top end of the range the CX-5 gets expensive. It’s 
more spacious than some of its big-selling rivals, though, so 
the price tag isn’t without justification. 

The rubberised finish of some interior surfaces is a bit 
utilitarian for a car of this price, but the high-riding Mazda’s 
attributes lie elsewhere. It feels like solid value for money in 
the middle of the range. 

The fluency with which it drives, relative to its more 
straight-laced rivals, is a unique selling point in the sector. 

It’s also a bit of a looker and comes complete with a tow¬ 
ering driving position, lots of legroom for five and a boot big 
enough to create echoes. 

It’s a family car, then, but one for parents who really take 
pride in their choice and want something they can con¬ 
sciously enjoy owning. 

This car summed up in a single word: Smooth. 

If this car was a: Character in a soap opera, it would be 
good-looking, easy-going and talented.

Don’t try to 
haggle over 
the price - it 
is a bargain

MG must be hoping that less is more with the 
relaunch of the larger of its two models, the 
blink-and-you’ll-miss it MG6. 

Now the company, based in China but with a mod¬ 
est UK home in the Birmingham factory where the 
original Mini was once built, is slashing prices of the 
MG6, ditching the option of a petrol engine and boot¬ 
ing out the saloon version too. 

That leaves a pared down range, costing £3,000 less than 
before, with modest changes to looks inside and out, slight¬ 
ly better performance and economy from its diesel engine 
and a boost to the already high standard equipment count. 

And MG will be pretty happy if it sells 600 of them this year 
through a growing dealer network enjoying fast-rising sales, 
mostly of the smaller MG3 hatch. 

Like that lively little runaround, its big brother MG6 has 
no-haggle prices (so don’t try), but with the cheapest model 
in the three-car line-up costing just £13,995 there shouldn’t 
be many potential customers who don’t regard it as a bit of 
a bargain anyway. 

They’ll be getting an S grade car with air con, hill start 
assist (it hangs on to the brakes for a moment after you 
release the pedal on a slope) and even heated front seats 
(they’ll cost you £300 on a £35,000 Audi) and an engine 
that provides enough performance and a likely 50mpg in 
everyday use. 

The £16,195 TS version brings satellite navigation (a new 
system that works well), along with Bluetooth and a DAB 
radio, auto lights, wipers and dimming mirror and rear park¬ 
ing sensors. 

That’s surely the version to go for if you can possibly af¬ 
ford the extra monthly payments, although the range top¬ 
ping TL (£17,955) does add a touch of modest luxury, with 
leather trim, electric seats, dual zone climate control and a 
rear parking camera. 

All of which may make you wonder how the likes of Ford, 
with the Focus, Vauxhall with the Astra and Skoda’ with the 
Octavia (all quoted as chief rivals) actually manage to move 
any metal at much greater prices - up to £7,000 more in 
some cases, before you factor in a discount or two. 

Well, even MG would agree the opposition “might per¬ 
form slightly better”, and it does. The MG6, especially this 
reworked version actually feels pretty good on the road, 
pulling well without too much diesel clatter and urged along 
with a fine new feel to the gear change. 

Rides and handles decently too; you can tell final fettling 
has been done by British engineers on our uniquely chal¬ 
lenging UK road surfaces (German prestige marques please 
note), but without that final veneer of class that you’ll find in 
the best of the MG6’s competitors. 

Inside, the new car feels usefully more classy than before 
but the feel of its plastics and the look of the instruments 
won’t worry a Skoda driver, although an MG buyer may be 
more interested in the spacious back seat and big boot of 
his car rather than spending time rapping the dash with his 
knuckles. 

But you must then skip back to the prices and ask: “Is this 
is a car I could live with, while pocketing the thousands of 
pounds I’d save by buying one?” 

There ought to be at least 600 people this year who an¬ 
swer with a resounding “yes!”.

Skoda is bargain basement no longer, but 
still a bargain nevertheless and underpinned 
by the quality of the VW group. 

So successful has the transformation of the Czech 
brand been, that it now challenges VW with a cheaper 
alternative that still feels of the highest quality. 

There are many models, but the estate version of the Oc- 
tavia is one of the best, offering practicality with a massive 
boot, excellent fuel economy, especially through the VW 
sourced engines and a solid build quality. 

It offers the biggest boot space in its class, matching and 
shaming bigger cars. 

It is also cheap to run for business users who will look 
keenly at the massive stowage space available with low 
C02 emissions meaning. 

There is also the four wheel-drive version tested here 
which adds to the practicality. It won’t be tackling river 
crossings, but will prove sure-footed and stable in muddy 
or snowy conditions thanks to the extra grip and upgraded 
suspension at the rear. 

The exterior design is hardly eye-popping, it has an un- 
fussy functional look that will not offend, although it features 
neat light clusters front and back, with all models featuring 
alloys wheels. 

Add roof rails and it looks smarter still and like many es¬ 
tates these days, no longer the ugly duckling compared to 
the saloon. 


Practical 

The interior has a less-is-more simplicity, with a neat, 
practical layout which is intuitive and easy to use. High qual¬ 
ity soft touch plastics and hard-wearing upholstered seats 
give the car a feeling of quality and solidity. 

Seats are adjustable so you can get a decent driving 
position, ever for shorter people while all-round vision is 
good. 

The best bit, of course, is the boot space, offering 610 li¬ 
tres of space with the rear seats in place, 1,740 litres with the 
rear bench folded, which can be done by releasing a single 
catch for the seats to fold flat. 

A shopping net and cargo hooks will keep things stable 
in the cavernous space. 

All models are well equipped with the mid-range SE test¬ 
ed here offering plenty: foglights, touchscreen infotainment 
screen, with CD player, Bluetooth, DAB digital radio four- 
spoke leather steering wheels, drive mode selection, dual 
zone climate control, USB and aux-in connection sock¬ 
ets,voice control for phone and navigation where specified. 

Powerful 

There is a choice of petrol and diesel engines with the 
model here featuring a powerful, yet frugal two-litre diesel. 
It is plenty quick enough, but fuel economy is stunning with 
a claimed 57.6mpg with 124 g/km of C02 making it cheap 
to run. 

Put your foot down and the car will hit 60mph from a 
standing start in just 8.7 seconds, but take care, economy 
plummets. It is a superb engine, refined and quiet and per¬ 
forms admirably on urban road or motorways. 

As an aid to economical driving the SE features Driving 
Mode Selection, with Normal, Eco, Sport and Individual set¬ 
tings. These change the throttle setting and steering set up. 
Select economy and with stop/start technology, you really 
can eke the fuel out. 

For safety there are seven airbags: front, front side, cur¬ 
tain and driver’s knee, plus driver fatigue sensor, hill hold 
control, plus traction and stability control programmes and 
automatic post collision braking system. 

Starting at £15,745, it’s a lot of car for the money. Practical 
and spacious and reasonably stylish, its hard to fault the 
Octavia Estate.

Vauxhall’s 
underdog 
is a sound 
performer 

By James Parker 


Vauxhall’s latest version of the Corsa VXR 
packs a 205PS punch, a six-speed manual 
gearbox to delight purists and the option of a 
Performance Pack with a Drexler differential, 
Brembo brakes and bigger wheels. Some 
trick Koni dampers are fitted as standard. 
Economy and emissions lag behind the class 
best but otherwise it’s a strong showing. 

Here in the UK, we do love an underdog and on 
that basis, we ought to be all over the Vauxhall Corsa 
VXR. 

It’s never been one of the blue-blood hot hatches. It 
doesn’t have the lineage of a Peugeot 208 GTI, the joie de 
vivre of a Fiesta ST or the track-bred polish of a Renaultsport 
Clio. What many people failed to realise about the last Corsa 
VXR is that as a pure road car, it had the licking of a num¬ 
ber of more illustrious names. The combination of a slightly 
more supple ride quality and an aggressively punchy en¬ 
gine really made sense on British roads. Vauxhall built us a 
car and we didn’t really repay them. 

Undeterred, they’re back with another crack. This time 
round, the Corsa VXR rides on a different chassis and looks 
a good deal sharper. Can it beat the best in the class? Even 
if it does, will you take notice? You’re a tough crowd. 

Power comes from an entirely predictable source, namely 
a 1.6-litre turbocharged petrol engine, in this case sending 
205PS through the front tyres via a six-speed manual box. 
That aces the Fiesta ST’s 182PS but look a bit more closely 
and you realise that the performance margin isn’t huge. 

The Corsa manages 245Nm of torque, with overboost lift¬ 
ing that to 280Nm for a few seconds at a time. By contrast 
the Ford makes 240Nm of torque, overboosting to 290Nm. 
And so it proves with the raw numbers, the Corsa getting to 
62mph in 6.8 seconds with a top speed of 143mph, while 
the Fiesta manages 6.9 seconds and 137mph. So, a small 
edge to the Vauxhall then. 

Lower 

The Corsa VXR gets Koni dampers with Frequency Selec¬ 
tive Damping (FSD) and rides 10mm lower than the stand¬ 
ard Corsa. For the first time on a hot Corsa, the ESP and 
traction control systems are both two-stage and switchable, 
which is a Vauxhall first. Competition mode disengages trac¬ 
tion control and reduces ESP interventions, while for track 
use the ESP can be entirely switched out. 

The electrically-assisted power steering has been revised 
for a more direct feel, with the 17in alloys shod with some 
beefy 215/45 R17 Michelin rubber. Tick the Performance 
Package option and you get an aggressive Drexler limit¬ 
ed-slip differential, big 330mm Brembo brake discs at the 
front, punchier damper settings and 18in rims. 

The VXR features an aggressive new front-end design that 
has divided opinion amongst those who first saw it on the 
Geneva Show stand. It gets large air intakes and an alumin¬ 
ium-framed opening below the headlights with a scoop be¬ 
low the bonnet and side-sill extensions. At the back, a rear 
spoiler reduces lift and twin Remus exhaust pipes further 
distinguish it from regular Corsas. Six exterior paint finish¬ 
es, including an exclusive Flash Blue launch colour, are on 
offer. 

The cabin features the usual sporty styling touches for the 
pedals, seats, steering wheel and gear lever but what really 
impresses is the feeling of solidity. A driver control centre 
takes pride of place within the instrument panel, which is 
themed around horizontal lines. The VXR also gets the Intel- 
liLink communications system which has already been seen 
in the ADAM. 

Recaro 

This Corsa VXR has been priced against £20,000 super- 
mini-based hot hatches like the Clio Renaultsport 200 Lux, 
the Peugeot 208 GTi and a top-spec version of Ford’s Fies¬ 
ta ST. For that kind of money, Vauxhall gives you standard 
Recaro shell-backed seats, a leather, flat-bottomed steering 
wheel, sports pedals, plus a VXR gear-lever and bespoke 
instruments. 

A heated front windscreen and Intellilink connectivity for 
both Apple iOS and Android smartphones are also stand¬ 
ard. There’s also cruise control, a trip computer and bi-xe- 
non headlights. Safety systems include six airbags and 
stability control, but should you want to go further, you can 
option in side blindspot alert, high beam assist, lane depar¬ 
ture warning and a rear-view camera. You can even specify 
a panoramic glass roof. 

The 17in wheels that come as standard are a bit of a dull 
outing, but the 18in option rims look the business. 

The Corsa VXR makes some fairly unexceptional econo¬ 
my and emissions numbers. Vauxhall reckon it will manage 
a combined 37.7mpg and emit 174g/km, which is some way 
off the 44.8mpg and 144g/km of a Clio 200 - and a long way 
shy of the top Fiesta ST’s 47.9mpg and 138g/km. It’s a bit 
baffling as to why this should be so below par.

Rowett is 
philosophical 
about losing 

Watford 1 Blues 0 

BIRMINGHAM boss Gary Rowett 
was philosophical after a defeat 
that saw opponents Watford go 
top of the Championship. 

Craig Cathcart’s second-half vol¬ 
ley was enough to seal the points 
after a dogged Blues defence was 
finally beaten. 

Rowett said: “Our aim was to 
come and stifle them a little bit, 
like it so often has been. That’s 
the way we’ve played since we’ve 
come in and we don’t feel at the 
minute we’re able to be as expan¬ 
sive as we’d like. 

“We can be at home, our home 
form is excellent, but away from 
home; we did it for 35 minutes 
against Bournemouth and caused 
them a lot of problems and per¬ 
haps couldn’t reach those heights, 
but it was a more consistent per¬ 
formance. 

“We made it difficult for Wat¬ 
ford. They’re a very good side and 
they try to play through you and 
they’ve got lots of great movement 
around the edge of the box which 
means you end up dropping deep 
and means you can’t give space.” 

“But we hung on in. We were re¬ 
silient, we kept going, we showed 
excellent character and just as we 
looked as we making the crowd get 
a little bit nervous we conceded a 
very poor goal.” 

The decisive goal at Vicarage 
Road came in the 56th minute 
when substitute Ikechi Anya 
crossed from the left and Cathcart 
sent a fine volleyed finish into the 
top corner past goalkeeper Darren 
Randolph. 

Despite looking good in posses¬ 
sion, it took the Hornets almost 
20 minutes to begin to open up the 
Brumm defence. 


Referee Moss 
could be a 
good omen 

JONATHAN Moss is to referee the 
FA Cup final - and that could be a 
good omen for Villa. 

The West Yorkshire-based head¬ 
teacher was the referee who allowed 
Villa full-back Alan Hutton to stay 
on the pitch despite an aggressive 
challenge on Albion striker Saido 
Berahino during the stormy Pre¬ 
mier League derby at Villa Park on 
March 3. 

However, Moss did book six oth¬ 
ers during the match - Ciaran Clark 
and Fabian Delph from Villa and 
Joleon Lescott, Saido Berahino, 
Craig Gardner and Claudio Yacob 
from Albion. 

Villa eventually went on to win 
the game 2-1 with goals from Gabby 
Agbonlahor and a last-minute Chris¬ 
tian Benteke penalty to cancel out 
Berahino’s 66th-minute equaliser. 


Wednesbury boxers enjoy victories 


WEDNESBURY and Walsall Wood were the big win¬ 
ners after the first regional round of the England 
Schoolboys Championship. 

Shropshire staged the West Midlands opener on 
Sunday afternoon, with Donnington the hosts at the 
sports and social centre.

But that has only got him through to a semi-final 
against Donnington’s Brayden Davies, with Mann 
lying in wait after another split win against Tam- 
worth fighter Kyle Berwick. 

Walking over without boxing in Class A are 
Wednesbury trio Reon Shirley (41.5kg), Brad Smith 
(43kg) and Reece Collett (48kg). 


The youngest entrants in tournament boxing en¬ 
tered into the Minors (born 2003), with four out of 
seven weights matched first up. 

The action opened at 29.5kg where Walsall Wood’s 
Hamza Uddin is through, thanks to a unanimous 
victory over Wednesbury’s Gurbir Maan. 

Wednesbury’s Brindley Smith and Priory Park’s 
Kyle Chumber walked over at 31kg and 32.5kg re¬ 
spectively. 

Wednesbury’s Chad Smith prevailed unanimously 
at 38.5kg over Walsall Wood’s John Williamson. He 
now meets Priory Park’s Awais Ali. 

Merridale’s Imann Mann (40kg) walked over.

Liverpool 1 Aston Villa 2 

DESPITE falling behind to Phillipe 
Coutinho’s opener on the half-hour- 
mark, Villa - urged on by 32,000 trav¬ 
elling fans - rallied in superb fashion 
to level through Christian Benteke 
before Fabian Delph grabbed the 
winner in the second half. 

Both goals were memorable, superb in 
their execution and, with a little more com¬ 
posure, there might have had more on a day 
when the claret and blues were deserved 
winners. 

At the forefront of it all was Grealish, the teen¬ 
ager who approached the big stage with no fear. 

He had a hand in both goals, rolling a pass into 
the feet of Fabian Delph to cross for Benteke for 
the first. An even more delightful ball to the cap¬ 
tain then created the second. 

Through it all supporters roared, no doubt 
wondering how a team which struggled so badly 
for goals through the first half of the campaign 
could play with such freedom. 

Manager Tim Sherwood must take much of the 
credit for the incredible transformation. The Es¬ 
sex-born boss has his critics, no question. But in 
two months he has turned a team close to becom¬ 
ing a national laughing stock into one supporters 
can be proud of again. 

Reinvigorated 

Villa have their belief back and the club, with 
this shock result, feels instantly reinvigorated. 

There is still work to do, of course, in order to 
preserve Premier League status. But few who 
witnessed this display will doubt Villa’s ability to 
generate the one win required between now and 
the end of the campaign. 

Then, of course, there is the prospect of Arse¬ 
nal in the final, back at Wembley on May 30. 

As Sherwood was at pains to point out in the 
aftermath of the victory, nothing is won yet. 

Much like Sunday, they will be firm underdogs 
but you sense that is exactly as Sherwood would 
want it. 

After all, few gave his team much chance of 
winning yesterday yet Liverpool seemed at a 
loss with how to cope with them, submitting a 
performance which their boss Brendan Rodgers 
conceded was well below par. 


In truth even Coutinho’s opener came against the 
run of play after Villa had settled the quicker and gone 
close to opening the scoring when Simon Mignolet was 
forced to tip over from Charles N’Zogbia, who replaced 
the injured Gabriel Agbonlahor. 

But Villa suffered a setback when Nathan Baker 
was forced out with a knee injury. His replacement, 
Jores Okore, was then partly at fault for Liverpool’s 
goal when both he and Fabian Delph failed to clear, 


allowing Sterling to send Coutinho into the box and 
finish past Shay Given. 

Having seen their side start so well, Villa support¬ 
ers may have had a familiar sinking feeling but they 
cheered their team on. And the players responded. 

Just six minutes later, Villa broke down the left. 
Grealish rolled the ball into the path of an advancing 
Delph, who squared for Benteke to finish first time 
past Mignolet.

VILLA manager Tim Sherwood thinks 
younger players should get more of a 
chance in the Premier League. 

Following a stellar performance from 
19-year-old midfielder Jack Grealish in 
Sunday’s FA Cup semi-final victory over 
Liverpool at Wembley, Sherwood be¬ 
lieves other youngsters could make the 
difference for top-tier clubs - if they have 
the nerve to show faith in them. 

He said: “I think we can be too cau¬ 
tious with young players. I’ve come from 
that background of developing, so I know 
what it takes to get an opportunity. I 
always look at the young boys, see whose 
good enough and who has the right men¬ 
tality to step up. 

“It’s important that the clubs don’t 
give them too much too early, keep them 
hungry, and wait until they get on the 
pitch and start performing before you 
reward them. I think Jack Grealish is a 
good example of that, and there are other 
examples at Aston Villa and throughout 
the Premier League who should be get¬ 
ting an opportunity. 

He added: “The lifespan of a man¬ 
ager isn’t very long, their heads are on 
the block, so they hire the player with 
an T or ‘O’ at the end of their name. I 
don’t blame them, but I think there are 
kids underneath who are good enough to 
compete.” 

Talking about Grealish, Sherwood 
said the youngster had confidence, and 
that he’d never been overawed by his 
place in the first team. 

Sherwood said: “He receives the ball 
and dribbles it around people. They kick 
lumps out of him because he’s so confi¬ 
dent. 

“The ball is his friend, it sticks to his 
foot. The more opportunities he gets, the 
better he’s going to become.”

In another season of footballing torture, Al¬ 
bion’s long-suffering supporters finally have a 
warm, happy memory to take into the summer. 

And finally, after weeks of tension and nerves, 
Tony Pulis can begin preparing for a first full sea¬ 
son at the helm with relative confidence that he 
will still be a Premier League boss. 

For the most part it still wasn’t pretty on Sat¬ 
urday for those of a blue and white persuasion. 

But for the first time in a long time there was 
enough to make supporting the Baggies enjoyable 
for a day. 

And that, against the backdrop of frustration 
and worry, will do for starters. 

Maybe it was the sunshine that bathed the 
2,600 travelling fans for the majority of the game 
that made it a happy occasion. 

Or maybe it was Craig Gardner’s stunning 
53rd-minute goal that gave them a buffer to 
guard against any late worries about another 
giveaway. 

Defenders 

Perhaps it was a first clean sheet in four games 
and the sight of defenders giving everything for 
the cause. 

Or possibly it was a combination of all three. 
Whatever the reasons, it felt good to be a Baggies 
fan for a few hours. 

And such occasions have been much too few 
and far between in the last couple of years. 

Pulis will not admit it, but the 36 points his 
side have now amassed with the help of his first 
away league win in charge will almost certainly 
be enough to keep them in the top flight. 

We have been here before, of course, when 
victory at home to Stoke left them on 33 points 
with some inviting fixtures to come and most of 
us began to take survival for granted. 

This time, though, after Pulis claimed success 
against another former employer, there are fewer 
games remaining and a much slimmer chance of 
any of the league’s real strugglers being able to 


overhaul the Baggies. So Pulis can reasonably 
start to put in place the pieces for the overhaul 
he is promising to avoid a third successive season 
of struggle. 

And although Saturday brought them a rare af¬ 
ternoon of footballing fun, Baggies fans will want 
a whole lot more from their new-look side. 

They will want more flair, for certain, because 
the priceless victory in south London was built 
almost entirely on a foundation of hard work, dis¬ 
cipline and sheer bloody mindedness. 

Admirable though such qualities are, they are 
not the kind of ingredients that on their own will 
sustain supporters through another long, expen¬ 


sive campaign. They will want more consistency, 
because this season has been one of occasional 
highs but far too many lows, just like the chaotic 
one before it that saw the end of Steve Clarke 
and the crazy flirtation with Pepe Mel and Dave 
McDonough. 

Thrilling 

They will want more goals like the one with 
which Gardner sent them wild at the weekend, 
because such thrilling moments have been far too 
scarce since the heady days when Clarke led the 
club to an eighth-placed finish by building on the 
framework Roy Hodgson had left behind. 

For now, though, survival is all that matters.
